President Roosevelt said a 
few days ago that after the proper 
emmittees at the Capitol had 
studied the Measures, he would talk 
the matter over with them and 
that action was expected at this

In dealing with stock exchanges, 
the report recommended creation 
of an administrative authority with 
“broad discretionary powers” to re- 
quire the exchanges to adopt rules 
and regulations for “fair dealing.” 
Legislation to require corporations 
engaging in interstate commerce to 
secure Federal incorporation also 
was suggested as an effective way 

deal with some of the “evils con- 

cted with manipulation of 
stocks.” 


Past Practices Denounced. 
Some of the practices disclosed 
by the Senate stock market investi- 
gating committee were denounced. 
“Your committee regards certain 
of the disclosures before the sub- 
committee of the Senate committee 
on banking and currency during 
the past year and a half as im- 
posing an imperative obligation to 
devise constructive measures for 
e prevention of those practices 
hich have shocked the conscience 
of the nation,” the report said. © 
“There has been revealed the 
spectacle of certain leaders in the 
world of finance who, while stand- 
ing in a fiduciary relation -to the 
stockholders as directors in cor- 
porations, have engaged in stock 
market transactions which would 
hot but rebound to the ultimate 
disadvantage of the shareholders.” 
Chairman Fletcher of the Senate 
committee which has been conduct- 
ing the two-year inquiry into stock 
market practices said his commit- 
tee would not submit any legisla- 
ion to the Senate until it has com- 
pleted its inquiry, probably next 
Month. He expressed himself in 
agreement with the chief recom- 
mendations of the committee. 
| The report did not carry recom- 
fiendations for dealing with com- 
odity exchanges. The report said 
J. W. T. Duvel, chief of the Grain 
Futures Administration, and Nils

Bearing out the ideas of La 
Beaume and Nuderscher, a young 
artist, Sol Solnodel, 5835 Bartmer 
avenue, has painted for his CWA 
work a picture called “The Renais- 
sance.” It portrays the awaken- 
ing of: the American artist under 
the impetus of the CWA program. 

The painting shows an artist 
with brush and pallet in his hand 
being awakened by a. figure repre- 
senting the Government. In a 
bright light which. envelopes ‘he 
central figure is seen a spiritual 
conception of a great master of art. 
Solnodel, who is 21 years old, for- 
merly attended Washington Univer- 
sity Art School and has exhibited 
work at the Art Museum and Art- 
ist’s Guild. 

LaBeaume now has 31/artists 
employed in St. Louis, including 
seven women, and 150 in the four 
They receive $27.50 and

Chautemps Gives Up Effort 

‘to Defend Self in Pawn- 
shop Scandal — Herriot 
May Be Successor. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 27.—The center of 
Paris was a scene of wild turmoil 
tonight as royalists rioted against 
thousands of massed police. 

Elaborate precautions had been 
taken against a repetition of earlier 
anti-Government demonstrations, 
but the monarchists, shouting jin- 
vective and swinging chairs, re- 
peatedly charged through lines of 
mounted and foot officers. 

The hours-long fight followed the 
resignation of Premier Camille 
Chautemps’ cabinet, against whose 
alleged part in the $40,000,000 
Stavisky pawnshop scandal the roy- 
alists have frequently demonstrated 
in recent weeks. 

“Down with Chautemps!” was the 


rallying cry of hundreds of rioters 


who time and again smashed into 
the ranks of authorities wielding 
any weapon that came to hand. 

Ranks of the bluecoats were 
broken as groups of 50 to 100 men 
struggled throughout the spacious 
place De L’Opera and near the 
Cafe de la Paix. Magnesium flares 
were thrown at the mounted of- 
ficers, whose horses, panic-stricken, 
reared and plunged. 

Firemen Aid Police. 

Every available policeman was 
on duty. Firemen and guards aid- 
ed in the struggle. Three blocks 
of helmeted policemen~ were ssta- 
tioned around the place. 

At the Cafe de la Paix the 
monarchists seized chairs and 
smashed them on the heads of the 
police. Mounted policemen rode 
again and again into the mob but 
the battles were quieted only tem- 
porarily, to be resumed more fierce- 
ly in a nearby quarter. 

Authorities smashed right and 
left with clubs. Firemen attached 
their hoses inside the opera while 
police guarded them from attacks. 
Then streams of water were poured 
on the throng. 

Streets leading to the place were 
barricaded with big police busses 
and patrol wagons, but the Roval- 
ists smashed into them successfully. 
Chautemps, harried in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies’ debates over the 
pawnshop collapse and embarrassed 
by the riots over charges of finan- 
cial corruption, decided to throw 
up the sponge and let someone else, 
probably former Premier Edouard 
Herriot, try to calm the public 
tempest. 

He wished “good luck to the man 
who takes this difficult job” upon 
leaving the Elysee. Palace, where 
he submitted his ministry’s resig- 
nation to President Lebrun. 

A Victory for Voices in Street. 

The fall of the Chautemps Min- 
istry marked the first time in re- 
cent years that voices in the street 
had caused a government to tum- 
ble. 

One man stripped to his under 
garments, despite the cold, ap- 
peared near the historic opera 
house shouting “this is what minis- 
ters and taxes did tome.” He was 
arrested. 

The riots were said to have a 
twofold objective—celebration of 
Chautemps’ resignation and a dem- 
onstration against “government of 
thieves” as royalists termed the re- 
tiring cabinet. 

Excitement in the central streets 
of Paris continued long past mid- 
night. The flaming wreckage of 
newspaper kiosks, catching fire 
from gas lamps, lighted the swarm- 
ing boulévards where. 2000 persons 
were fighting with the police. 

Firemen, prepared to drench bel- 
ligerent Royalists with hoses, were 
made helpless when demonstrators 
cut the lines. cae 

Chinaware Hurled at Police. 

A famous boulevard cafe was en- 
tered by the demonstrators, the 
tables sacked, saucers and other 
chinaware hurled at police who 
tried to stop the fracas. Auto- 
busses were forcibly emptied of 
passengers and driven onto the'side- 
walks to serve, along with uproot 
ed trees, as barricades.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Nine men 
were arrested tonight after striking 
hotel workers invaded the Long- 
champs restaurant in West Fifty- 
seventh street, ordered the patrons 
to leave, and harangued employes. 

Those held allegedly were men 
who had joined the strike. called 
last night by members of the Amal- 
gamated Hotel and Restaurant 
Workers Union. They were charged 
with disorderly conduct on com- 
plaint of the restaurant manager. 

Ten bus boys in the cafe had 
walked out shortly before the dele- 
gation arrived. The invaders shout- 
ed and created a general disturb- 
ance, the police were told, so that 


some diners abandoned their meals, 


B. J. Field, union secretary, as- 
serted that 30,000 employes of the 
city’s princjpal hotels were on 
strike, but the dining rooms and 
kitchens service was continuing 
promptly. Hotel officers said they 
could not estimate the number who 
had walked out, but unofficial 
checks placed it at 1400.

‘DON'T CARE WHOOP’ ANY MORE 


Congressman Tells New York Bar 
They Lack Spirit of Days When 
Constitution Was Drawn.

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Congress- 
man James M. Beck (Rep.) Penn- 
sylvania, told the New York State 
Bar Association today that the 
American people lack the _ spirit 
which existed when the Constitu- 
tion was drawn. 

“They don’t care a whoop any 
more,” he said. “Their Represen- 
tatives, when the present emer- 
gency laws were passed, said that 
the safety of the republic is the 
supreme law. But there was no 
emergency so great as to create 
laws which are against the letter of 
the Constitution.” 

The greatest stroke against the 
Constitution, he said, was the pass-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—With 
only minor changes, the Senate 
late this afternoon passed the ad- ~ 
ministration’s gold seizure and 
dollar devaluation bill by vote of 
66 to 23. No amendments were 
adopted that were not acceptable 
to the President. 

On the final test only two 
Democrats failed to support the 
Administration. Glass of Virginia — 
voted against the bill and Gore of 
Oklahoma was paired against it. 

The bill was passed by the 
House last Saturday, in substan- 
tially tne same form as that ap- 
proved by the Senate, by a vote 
of 360 to 40. : 

Differences between the House 
and the Senate probably will be 
ironed out on Monday and the bill 
sent to the President for signature 
on Tuesday. 

What Bill Provides. 

The bill provides that, upon its 
approval, the title to all the gold 
stocks in the Federal Reserve 
System shall pass to the United 
States, which shall pay for the 
gold with certificates. 

It f er prévides that, if and 
when the President revalues the 
dollar, under the powers he al- 
ready enjoys under the Thomas - 
amendment, the top limit of re ~ 
valuation shall be 60 per cent.

BOYD OF KANSAS

The 
scandal resulted in impeachment 
‘charges against Attorney-General 
Roland Boynton and State Auditor 
Will J. French. The State Senate 
acquitted Boynton. French’s trial

Boyd did not take the witness 
stand, but his wife was called. She 
testified. she and her husband had 
made a profit of $6000 in a market 
deal arranged by Ronald Finney 
last summer.

Wants to Withdraw Previous 
Plea Which, He Says Was 
Forced From Him. 


Addison J. Throop, former chair- 
man of the St. Clair County Board 
of Tax Review, filed a motion in 
Circuit Court at Belleville yester- 


day to withdraw his plea of guilty 
to a charge of conspiracy to s0- 
licit bribes, which he entered be- 
fore Circuit Judge Joyce at Belle- 
ville, last Jan. 8 

Asserting he had been “threaten- 
ed, weakened and intimidated” by 
State’s Attorney L. P. Zerweck, 
Throop, who made a confession in 
the East Side tax graft to the At- 
torney General of Illinois last April 
and later waived immunity and 
testified before the grand jury, 
asked leave to substitute a plea of 
not guilty. 

The motion was filed by Philip 
G. Listeman of East St. Louis, and 
identifies Listeman as Throop’s at- 
torney. At the time he pleaded 
guilty, the former chairman's attor- 
ney was Louis Beasley. 

Alleging he was not informed on 
Jan. 8 that he was going to Belle- 
ville to plead guilty; and that he is 
not guilty and has a valid defense 
to each charge against him, the 
motion relates that Throop and 
Beasley went to Zerweck’s office 


.on Jan. 8. 


It was there( the motion con- 
tinues, that he “was threatened, 
weakened and intimated by said 
Zerweck and Beasley and that 
Zerweck said to this defendant that 
while he was charged with the 
crime of conspiracy, which was a 
misdemeanor and for which he 
might be fined, sentenced to jail or 
to the penitentiary or both fined 
and imprisoned; that if he failed 
to plead guilty he would be guilty 
of perjury which was a felony and 
that it would be his (Zerweck’s) 
duty to see that he (Throop) was 
Indicted for perjury by the grand 
jury that was at that moment be- 
ing convened in the Circuit Court; 
“That Louis Beasley, acting as 
attorney, agreed to the statements 
of Zerweck and created the im- 
pression in the mind of this de- 
fendant that unless he did plead 
guilty, he would be sent to the peni- 
tentiary beci.use of testimony he 
had given before the grand jury 
end which, it was claimed, was per- 
jured testimony; 

“That the statements made by 
Zerweck and Beasley were not true 
in fact, were a misrepresentation 
of fact and the law and aroused 
in this cee fear that unless 


he did enter plea of guilty, though 
in fact he believes he is not guil- 
ty, he would be sent to the peni- 
tntiary because of perjury afore- 
said.” 

Zerweck denied Throop had been 
threatened with prosecution Yor 
perjury or intimidated by himself 
or Beasley. He said no poequnes 
had been made to Throop. 

“Throop’s decision to plead uty 
was voluntary,” Zerweck said. “He 
repeatedly has said he would plead 
guilty since the charges were made 
against him. I intend to oppose

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SOME LAWYERS CRIMINALS 
IN REALITY, SAYS CUMMINGS 


Attorney-General Asserts Number 
Who Use Profession as Cloak 
“Startingly Large.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Swift 
punishment for the “startling large” 
number of lawyers criminally linked 
with organized crime was urged 
today by Attorney-General Cum- 
mings. g 

He said that such lawyers “have 


not only misconceived their duties 
as advocates but have in effect ac- 
tually participated in criminal ac- 
tivities. ... The fact remains that 
these lawyers are actual criminals 
operating under the cloak of their 
calling.” 

The Attorney-General’s views 
were expressed in an article pre- 
pared for the February issue of the 
American Bar Association Journal. 

Three methods of dealing with 
the lawyers who are accomplices 
to crime were mentioned: crim- 
inal prosecution for law violations, 
contempt of court proceedings when 
justice is obstructed and its ad- 
ministration brought into disrepute 
by lawyers, and disbarment pro- 
ceedings when there is a violation 
of duties incumbent upon’a lawyer 
as a professional man and an of- 
ficer of the court. 

Cited as grounds for criminal ac- 
tion were: Violation of Federal 
statutes which cover attempts to 
influence witnesses and jurors il- 
legally; receiving property stolen 
from the Government; advising il- 
legal acts; concealing knowledge 
of felonies and conspiring to injure 
or threaten citizens.

An amendment by Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, which Chairman 
Fletcher of the Banking Commit- 
tee pronounced acceptable, was vot- 
ed into the bill. This extends 
the optional powers over silver con- 
ferred on the President by the 


and also permits him to reduce the 
Weight of the silver dollar in the 
same percentage as he may reduce 
the weight of the gold dollar. 

In a sharp speech agarnst the bill 
near the end of the debate, Fess 
(Rep.), Ohio, declared there never 
was any occasion for this country’s 
going of€ the gold standard and de- 
nounced the creation of “irredeem- 
able” currency: 

“There will be a day of reckon- 
ing,” said Fess, “when the people 
awake to the effects of what I fear 
will be uncontrollable inflation.” 

Fess recited the broad powers of

Cutting’s View of Bill 

Cutting (Rep.), New Mexico, in 
announcing support of the bill, said 
it waa a step in the right direction, 
though “perhaps an infinitestimally 
small step.” It was a good Dill, 
said the Progressive Senator from 
New Mexico, to the extent that it 
might help to make the United 
States “master in its own house,” 
so far as gold bullion was con- 
cerned, but it did not attack the 
fundamental problems of the de- 
pression. He had noted the “golden 
cobweb” spun by Profs. Warren and 
Rogers, but he believed that any 
expansion of credit that might re- 
sult would go to the wrong people 
—the bankers and not the public. 

“We must put purchasing power 
in the hands of the consumer,” said 
Cutting. “We must equate pur- 
chasing power with productive 
power.” 

To this end, Cutting said the 
Government should take control of 
the credit system of the country 
through a central agency “for the 
benefit of the people and not of the 
bank.” 

He said that 6,000,000 Americans 
were still walking the streets look- 
ing for jobs, and no program yet 
adopted would take care of them. 

“This bill,” said Cutting, “will 
not increase purchasing power. It 
will not help to feed one hungry 
mouth. To paraphrase something 
that Lloyd George once said, we are 
doing the right things too late. We 
have got to speed up if we are to 
meet the situation with which we 
are confronted. There are _ too 
many people, even in the adminis- 
tration, who are old dealers. The 
time is coming when the people are 
going to demand results; they 
haven't got them yet.” 

Margin Narrower Than Before on 

16 to 1 Issue. 

When the silver question was be- 
fore the Senate last April, in the 
form of a straight i6-to-1 amend- 
ment to the farm bill by Senator 
Wheeler, the administration won by 
a vote of 44 to 33.

‘In a speech of several hours, the 
Montana Senator said the amend- 
ment did not provide for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the historic 16 to 1 ratio, but was 
a compromise which would enable 
the administration to test the valid- 
ity of the silver men’s theory that 
an increase in the price of silver 
would redound to the great benefit 
of American trade in silver using 
countries. 

Wheeler said he was thoroughly 
convinced that his plan, by raising 
the price of silver, would raise com- 
modity prices and thereby the gen- 
eral Roosevelt program. 

In proof of his point that the sil- 
ver question was not a partisan one, 
tue Montana Senator went back to 
Alexander Hamilton, whom he de- 
scribed as “the greatest Secretary 
of the Treasury prior to the advent 
of Andrew Mellon.” About the only 
thing that Hamilton and Thémas 
Jefferson agreed upon, he said, was 
that our currency should have a 
bimetallic base. They and not Bry- 
an, he added, were the original out- 
standing sponsors of the bimetallic 
theory in this country. 

Opposing the Wheeler amend- 
ment, Senator Robinson of Arkan- 
sas, the majority leader, said that 
it would be harmful to the develop- 
ment of the President’s monetary 
policies. Before taking further ac- 
tion on si:ver, Robinson said, we 
should await the outcome of the sil- 
ver agreement negotiated at the 
London world economic conference 
last summer. 

Important Measure Goes Through 
Congress in Two Weeks. 

Seldom has a measure of com- 
parable importance gone through 
Congress with the speed of the 
Presidént’s gold bill. It was less 
than two weeks ago, on a Monday, 
that the President sent in his mes- 
sage outlining the purposes of the 
bill and asking for its passage. 

The measure was introduced in 
the House the next day, was made 
the subject of brief hearings and a 
briefer debate and was passed by 
the House last Saturday. Though 
the offering of amendments was 
permitted from the floor, the bill 
came through unmarked by any 
change not approved by the admin- 
istration. 

Hearings on the bill by the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee were chopped off short last 
Monday night in response to the 
demand of administration spokes- 
men for speed. The committee re- 
ported the bill to the Senate the 
next day and the debate began on 
Wednesday. 

The bill as it came from the com- 
mittee carried amendments limit- 
ing the operation of the stabiliza- 
tion fund and the use of the Presi- 
dent’s dollar-devaluation powers to 
three years; placing the fund un- 
der a board of five members instead 
of the Secretary of the Treasury 
alone; and restricting the use of 
the fund to dealings in foreign ex- 
change. 

The first of these—the time lim- 
it—was accepted by the administra- 
tion and was adopted in the Sen- 
ate without opposition. The oth- 
ers, which had been approved by 
the committee largely at the in- 
stance of Senator Glass, an out- 
spoken opponent of the new mone- 
tary policy, were voted down by 
the administration forces in the 
Senate. 

Four Sessions of Debate, 
The bill was debated at four ses- 
sions of the Senate and was passed 
under a unanimous-consent order 
limiting speeches to 10 minutes 
each after-4 p. m. today. 
The quick passage of the bill was 
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} made possible

dent of the Belleville Group and of 
the St. Louis Wholesale Coal As- 
sociation, said the difficulty arose 
when the NRA code authority or- 
dered an increase in the mine price 
in the Belleville territory, which 
produces a.cheap grade of coal. 

Wallace charged Chicago inter- 
ests which operate Franklin County 
mines had influenced the coal code 
authority to order the increase to 
reduce the differential between the 
prices of low grade and high grade 
coal, such as is produced in Frank- 
lin County, and so encourage the 
use of the Franklin County fuel. He 
said the Belleville operators were 
prepared to carry their case to 
Washington. 

Mines in this group, Wallace 
said, had been charging $1.55 a ton 
outside of the immediate St. Louis 
area, and $1.80 a ton in the area ad- 
jacent to St. Louis. The code au- 
thority, he said, ordered a flat 
rate of $1.90 a ton. : 

News dispatches from Chicago re- 
ferred to a “price war” in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. Wallace 
said that condition did not exist, 
that the Belleville mines could 
make money at the prices they had 
been charging, and that these en- 
abled them to maintain a payroll 
of about $10,000,000 a year. 

The Chicago meeting will also 
take up differences between Illinois 
and Indiana operators arising out 
of the functioning of the coal code. 
The code takes no account of the 
distance of mines from their mar- 
kets, coal men said, ana operators 
in places where high freight rates 
prevail have been absorbing these 
charges, resulting in reduced re- 
turns to themselves. 

Telegrams demanding arbitration 
of these controversies were dis- 
patched by the NRA last week. All 
approved price schedules were can- 
celed, varying price minimums were 
set, freight absorption barred and 
zoning limited. 

A national meeting will be held 
in Washington, Feb. 12, to con- 
sider revisions in the code affect- 
ing hours, wages and price differ- 
entials.

This year marks the pass- 
ing of the Cattleya types of the An- 
des from the center of the stage, 
and the accession of the less usual 
sprays and the small, daintily col- 
ored and ineffably symmetrical 
dendrobium varieties of the Hima- 
layas. 

Aptly. enough, this year’s show 
has been designed by Floriculturist 
Kohl in the form of an old Spanish- 
American patio, like dozens visited 
by Supt. Pring 12 yeasr ago, when 
he wrested from Andean tree-tops 
the parent Cattleyas which first put 
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the Shaw’s Garden show interna- + [= 


tionally “on the map.” 

It’s only a hollow frame, but it 
looks creamy, sun-drenched, mel- 
lowed by centuries. Its two arched 
galleries flank a courtyard paved 
in’ colored stones about a fern-bor- 
dered pool of rare tropical lilies, 
pink, blue and white. -Through an 
arch at the back lowers the jungle, 
relieved by nodding orchids on the 
ground, in the _ trees, sometimes 
bright, sometimes dark of flower 
and oddly grim. 

Strolling through the galleries, 
visitors—their overcoats and wraps 
an odd contrast to the torrid set- 
ting—find orchids shown in al- 
coves, sunny blossoms alight 
against a profound backing of 
maidenhair ferns and other green- 
ery. Altogether in those galleries 
are 1500 of the rarest orchid plants 
in the world—thousands of blos- 
soms—and all but one alcove in the 
east gallery are dendrobiums. 

One,great group of these, an en- 


tire alcove of 60 plants, each bear- . : 


ing many blossoms, is one of the | 


hybrids created at the garden and 
never shown before. Its parents, 
dendrobiums from the Himalayas, 


-have their place at the head of the 


alcove, with all the “children” 
ranged below. They are the white 
Cassiope and the mauve-tipped 
nobile giganteum. Not one of the 
offspring loses the mauve-tipped 
petals of the nobile, and all, of 
course, have.the magenta throat 
that comes from both parents. 

The other néw hybrid, even the 
general type af which is rare in 
the orchid world and has never 
been seen in numbers in St. Louis, 
also has an alcove to itself. No 
less than 400. other plants of the 
same cross—new to the world—are 
coming into flower at Gray Sum- 
mit. 

‘ It is an offspring of the Brasso- 
Cattleya Fournierii crossed on the 
Cattleya trianae, the familiar 
mauve “Tulipan” which has been 
for years~previously the mainstay 


of the St. Louls show and of florist:

Many Lines of Questioning. 

Stewart tried a dozen lines of 
questioning to bring out that Factor 
hoped by assisting in the present 
prosecution he might aid his own 
legal fight against removal to En- 
gland 4o face charges of a $7,000,000 
stock fraud. He also referred to 
Factor’s acquaintance with Murray 
Humphreys, Sam Hunt and other 
Capone gangsters, apparently in 
trying to prove his contention that 
Capone leaders instigated the kid- 
naping charges against the Touhys 
in order to remove them from 
racket, gambling and vice competi- 
tion. 

He also questioned Factor about 
the St. Paul triai of the Touhy 
gang in which Touhy and three 
others Were acquitted recently in 
the $100,000 kidnaping of William 
Hamm Jr., millionaire brewer. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Wil- 
bert. Crowley, blond, lanky, young 
prosecutor, later brought out that 
Factor went to St. Paul on a Gov- 
ernment subpena. Factor told 
Stewart that he desired to see the 
Touhys convicted there, in order 
that “justice might be done.” Stew- 
art’s. questions about the Capone 
gang came in connection with the 
kidnaping last April of the stock 
plunger’s 20-year-old son, Jerome. 

Asked About Son’s Release. 

“Did you pay any ransom for 
Jerome’s release?” he was asked.

Traces His Early Life. 

A query by Stewart about wheth- 
er Factor once fled to Mexico in 
fear of being killed by Jack (Legs)

until Factor had shook his head 
negatively and laughed. 

’ Factor, testifying in a monotone, 
beamed upon the Court as he 
traced his early life. He came to 
America at the age of 11 from 
Hull, Hngland, Factor said; was 
successively a bootblack, newsboy, 
‘messenger boy and barber on Chi- 
cago’s West Side. Then he entered 
the employment of a brokerage 
house, finally owning his own firm 
in Toronto, Ontario. 

It was expected that the rest of

“One of Benton’s seconds was 
Luke E. Lewiless, subsequently as- 
sociated with Benton in securing 
confirmation by the Government of 
Spanish land claims, one of which 
resulted in the attempt by Benton 
and Lawless to impeach Judge 
Peck; another of his seconds was 
Maj. Pilcher. Lucas had as his 
seconds Col. Clemson and Joshua 
Barton, a lawyer, who was later to 
fight a duel of his own. 

“The result of this encounter was 
the wounding of Lucas. Benton, 
however, refused: to be satisfied 
with this outcome, and demanded a 
second battle, which was fought at 
a distance of 10 feet, resultirg in 
the death of Laicas and the wound- 
ing of Benton.” 


On Bloody Island in 1828. 

Joshua Barton’s duel with Thom- 
as C. Rector, on Bloody Island in 
1823, resulted from a newspaper ar- 
ticle written by Barton, then Unit- 
ed States District Attorney here, 
calling attention to the action of 
William Rector, United States Sur- 
veyor-General, in appointing sev- 
eral of his relatives as deputy sur- 
veyors. Thomas Rector took up his 
brother’s quarrel, challenged Bar- 
ton, and killed him.

The fifth annual report of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller, covering 1933 
activities of his office in the court 
of criminal correction, shows a to- 
tal of 1626 felony charges disposed 
of, 1345 being held after. prelim- 
inary appearance and 281 dis- 
charged. All persons held at pre- 
liminary hearings or who waive 
their rights to this hearing are for- 
warded on information to final dis- 

position in the circuit court. 

Of those held 698 were given 
preliminary hearings, while 647 
waived. Of those discharged in the 
court of criminal correction 122 
were freed by the court after eyi- 
dence was heard, five were certi- 
fied to juvenile court, 78 were dis- 
missed when the charges were for- 


dismissed on account insufficient 
evidence, 23 were freed when the 
state failed to find necessary wit- 
nesses, two defendants were _  re- 
turned to other states, two mar- 
ried prosecuting witnesses, 11 re- 
mained at large when sheriffs failed 
to serve warrants, five defendants 
were turned over to St. Louis 
County and five charges were abat- 
ed by death of defendants.

John S. Marmaduké Victor. 

John S. Marmaduke of St. Louis, 
Confederate Army officer and later 
Governor of Missouri, killed his su- 
perior officer, one Gen. Walker, in 
a duel near Little Rock, Ark., in 
1863, after a dispute over disposi- 
tin of troops in that state. The 
stipulations in this duel were that 
the parties should stand ten paces 
apart, back to back, and at the 
signal should turn and advance 
toward each other, firing. Marma- 
duke’s second shot felled Walker. 

Gen. D. M. Frost, later command- 
er of Camp Jackson, and Edward 
B. Sayers, engineer who planned 
that camp, met on Bloody Island in 
1860. Sayers fired first, missing 
Frost, who then fired in the air. 

Other affairs, some of them with 
happy endings, described by Gill, 
were the challenge of John Scott to 
Charles Lucas, their quarrel being 
settled without a duel; the Geyer-

Has Worked His Way professional tips to the League of 


Through School. American Pen Women. 
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scholar from Sst. Louis in four 
years, he won't be far away from 
Sutton, a small town just outside 
of London, which his father, Harry 
Jones, left when he was 11 years 
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old to sail around the world. 

The father, descendant of an old 
English sea-faring family, spent the 
years between 11 and 16 at sea and 
has, in the intervening time, visited 
foreign countries. The son, a senior 
in law school, has crowded more 
than the usual amount of formal 
education into his 22 years. The 
Jones family lives at 308 South For- 
est avenue, Webster Groves. 

The father is an eraploye in the 
machine shop of the John E. 
Mitchell Co. Work is slack there, 
and that gave him time to come 
out and talk, which, like any good 
sea-faring man, he likes to do. 

Experiénce vs. College Degree. 

“Am I sorry I didn’t go to col- 
lege?” he said. He was dressed in 
overalls and blue shirt and sat on 
the desk in the shipping room. “No, 
not now. Of course, I couldn’t have 
at the time, anyway. But the road 
of experience is a good one, except 
that it’s long.’ 

“A man learns a lot by knocking 
around, but an education will take 
@ man places where others can’t 
get. And a formal education gives 
aman an outline of all knowledge. 
Another man won’t know where to 
start. You'll say he can go to a 
library and ask the librarian what 
books he should read. But I’ve 
known some librarians that haven’t 
had a grammar schoo] education.” 

The father’s first sea voyage was 
from Cardiff, Wales, to Melbourne, 
Australia, and then back to En- 
gland around Cape Horn. That was 
in a three-masted bark and took 15 
months. Soon afterward he went 
around the world again and final- 
ly landed in Boston. There he mar- 
ried a girl from Prince Edward Is-' 
land, whose family had also fol- 
lowed the sea. Later, as engineer 
for a railroad, he spent much time 
in Central America. He is very 
fond of poetry—Masefield, Byron 
and Shelley. 

Boy Wins Scholarship. 

Harry Willmer Jones has always 
had to work, too, while attending 
school and college. While going to 
Webster Groves High School he 
sold shoes at night, worked at gro- 
cers’ shops on Saturdays. He got 
a year’s scholarship to Westmin- 
ster College because he ranked first 
in a debating tournament there. 
The second year at Westminster he 
got his meals by waiting on table 
and earned his tuition by coaching 
the girls’ debating team at William 
Woods College. 

That was “very enjoyable” and 
he was paid well. He also won 
minor debating and public speaking 
prizes. 

After two years at Westminster 
he transferred to Washington Uni- 
versity Law School. The first year 
he worked at night at the Y. M. C. 
A. from 5 until 11 o’clock. He got 
$30 a month, but carfare from and 
back to Webster Groves was 40 
cents, and he had to buy his supper 
besides, so his father told him to 
quit. 

At the end of the year he ranked 
his class at law school and received 
the Samuel Breckinridge prize of 
$50 and the Shepard Barclay 
scholarship of $500, which paid his 
tuition for the next two years. That 
year he also won the $50 Washing- 
ton University Oratorical prize. 

Now he edits the S*. Louis Law 
Review and plans to take the bar 
examination before going to En- 
giand. He doesn’t take himself as 
seriously as do most boys who are 
forced to work their way through 
college. He doesn’t mind having 
had to work. “The time probably 


would have been spent in having a] 


swell time,” he says. 

“There is a lot to say for getting 
your education by experience,” he 
said, “but I think one needs a little 
formal training—in economics and 
things like that.” After Oxford he 
plans to return here to

" year ago there were more than 30, 000,-

and the ranks of the Army of Unemployed 
are steadily thinning. While the improvement 
in the United States may be largely due to 
acceleration of public works and artificial 
factors, Europe’s recovery comes from nor- 
mal economic causes. 

The improvement is not confined to the 
so-called industrial nations either. “Europe’s 
Farm Belt” which stretches from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea, and whose population of 
a hundred million is 80 per cent agrarian, 
reports that conditions have shown marked 
amelioration in the last six months. Since 
business always lags during the winter in 
agricultural communities the prospects for 
a seasonal pick-up in the spring are brighter 
today than they have been since the world’s 
economic system collapsed in the autumn of 
1929. 

“When peasants are buying, industry is 
thriving,” says an ancient Rumanian proverb, 
which still holds true in Central Europe. 
Wide Extent of Revival. 

In Great Britain, Germany, Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Italy and Sweden, factory 
fires which have been banked for at least 
three years are being rekindled. In Cen- 

ral Europe, Holland, Denmark and the Bal- 
kans, the peasant population is coming to life, 
due largely to the increased prices of farm 
od dairy products.

President Roosevelt, believes—as he has 
long believed—that the ultimate solution of 
the railroad problem lies in public owner- 
ship and operation. 


His experience of 15 years on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, where he has 
served on appointment of President Wilson 
and two Republican Presidents, has con- 
vinced him that public ownership and opera- 
tion “theoretically and logically meets the 
known ills of the present situation better 
than any other remedy.” 

What these ills are he has set out in a 
voluminous report to the commission, which 
has transmitted it to the President, the Sen- 
ate and the House. For the principal rea- 
son that the country is in no financial con- 
dition at present to stand the strain of ac- 
quiring the railroads, he does not at this 
time recommend their acquisition, but he ac- 
companies his report with a “tentative plan” 
for Government ownership—a design, so to 
speak, for operation of: the railroads with 
satisfactory service to the public and the 
fair prospect, at least, of earnings sufficient 
to meet all charges. 

Under this plan, which Eastman offers as 
“merely a tentative outline intended to sug- 
gest some of the possibilities,’’ the trustees 
who would be appointed to manage “The 
United States Railways” would be charged 
with the duty, so far as practicable, of fix- 
ing rates with a view to producing “net earn- 
ings sufficient to meet all charges, includ- 
ing bond interest and sinking-fund provi- 
sions.” Surplus earnings would be used for 
acquiring new property or for retiring debt, 
at the discretion of the trustees. The amount 
of surplus earnings would be subject to no 
limitation except the discretion of the trus- 
tees. The Government would be obligated 
to meet any deficiency in earnings, but the 
repayment of appropriations for this purpose 
would be a charge on the future earnings 
of the railroads. 


United States Railways. 

The tentative plan—all contained in an 
appendix to Eastman’s main report—provides 
for the ownership of the railroads by a Fed- 
eral corporation chartered by special act of 
Congress, the stock to be nominal in amount 
and owned by the United States. The cor- 
poration would be named the United States 
Railways. Railroad properties would be ac. 
quired through bonds of this corporation 
guaranteed by the Government. (A method of 
acquisition through exchange of securities 
is described in a separate appendix by Les- 
lie Craven.) 

The United States Railways, as envisioned 
by Eastman, would be managed by a board 
of five, possibly seven, trustees appointed 
by the President with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate for terms of two, four, 
six, eight and ten years, respectively; reap- 
pointments to be for 10 years. The trus- 
tees would be removable only for cause and 
would receive the same salaries as justices 
ef the United States Supreme Court. 

The trustees would “‘serve under a declara- 
tion of trust solemnly worded, binding them 
to administer the properties with sole re- 
gard for the public interest, as efficiently

Advisory Council of 24. 

The trustees would have full power to sub- 
divide properties for purposes of management 
and operation, and to create, if deemed ad- 
visable, subsidiary Federal corporations for 
these purposes. 

There would, be an advisory council of 24 
unpaid members representing business, agri- 
culture, labor and other specified interests. 
This council would be consulted by the trus- 
tees on such questions of general policy as 
either the council or the trustees might de- 
sire to have so considered. The advice of 
the council on specific matters would be pub- 
lished, and also the reasons of the trustees 
for failing to follow any such advice. The 
council would have the right to full informa- 
tion regarding the affairs of the United States 
Railways. 

Taxes would be paid by the United States 
Railways, like any private corporation, to the 
Federal Government, and paid also to states 
and municipalities provided they agreed to 
uniform taxing provisions approved by the 
trustees. 

At their discretion, the trustees would have 
the power to issue bonds of the United States 
Railways to provide for new construction or 
improvements, to buy the property of other 
transportation agencies, and to provitie for 
debt maturities if no other funds were avail- 
able for this purpose. Sinking funds would 
be provided for all bonds. 


Relation to I. C. C. 

The United States Railways would be freed 
of regulation by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, except over rates, accounting, 
certificates for new construction, and acquisi- 
tion of other transportation agencies, but the 
commission would have no power to sy ts 
changes in rates. 

Subject to the approval of the commission, 
the United States Railways would have 
authority to acquire other agencies of trans- 
portation. 

Eastman’s report sets out the arguments 
against public ownership of the railroads as 
well as those on the other side. He frankly 
admits that there are “real dangers” in 
public ownership, as shown by the experience 
of other countries, but he believes that effec- 
tive safeguards can be provided. He points 
out that there are hazards also in any private 
undertaking—a fact, he says, which has been 
amply proved by the history of American 
railroads. 

If and when the time arrives for the 
Government to take over the railroads, he 
believes that the impelling motive will not 
be logic or theory, “but the practical one that 
private enterprise and capital will not be 
able to carry on successfully.” This, he adds, 
has been the general experience.” 


A Public Indrstry. 


After detailing the ills besetting the rail- 
roads under private ownership, he writes: 


“Public ‘ownership and operation of rail- 


roads is not inconsistent with our American 
theory of government. The early charters 
often contemplated the possibility of such a 


policy. It has always been recognized, notably 
by the Supreme Court, that a railroad is a 
public industry, and that it performs a func- 
tion of the state. The question, ‘herefore, 
is not one of fundamental theory but of 
practical expediency. 

“The greater part of the railroad mileage 
of the world is publicly owned and operated. 
The American and the British railroads are 
the outstanding instances of private owner- 
ship ahd operation, but even this country 
owns and operates railroads in ‘Alaska and 
the Isthmus of Panama, and one is operated 
in the Philippines by the territorial govern- 
ment. 

“There is a great variety of opinions as to 
public ownership and operation. It has had 
its evils, but also its benefits. There is no 
prevailing tendency to abandon it, although 
there is a marked tendency to change the 
form. It is clear that other countries have 
adopted public_ownership and operation, not 
as a matter of principle but for reasons of 
expediency. Often they have been forced into 
it because private enterprise would not build, 
or could no longer carry on. Sometimes mili- 


The Question of Profits 


Me: EASTMAN does not go into the 


question of the profits that might be 

expected under Government operation. 
This is a matter, obviously, about which 
no prophecy can be made, for the earnings 
from year to year would depend not only 
on general business conditions, and other 
factors, but they would depend to a large 
extent, on the broad governmental policy 
that might be adopted. That is to say, the 
roads might be operated primarily for 
profit to the Government, or they might 
be operated more as a social service 
undertaking. 

What the railroads were able to do 
under private ownership, prior to the de- 
pression, is suggestive of the profit-making 
possibilities under Eastman’s plan. in 
1925, the net railway operating income 
of the Class 1 roads, which operate about 
92 per cent of the total railway mileage 
of the country and earn about 97 per cent 
of the total revenue, was $1,121,076,341. 
The net railway operating income is the 
income from actual operation, excluding 
income from investments, and it is the 
figure which most accurately reflects the 
earning capacity of the roads from year to 
year. Dividend payments are not always. 
an accurate guide, since they may be paid, 
as, they were in 1930,-1931 and 1932, 
largely out of surplus. 

It must be borne in mind (as Eastman 
points out in his report) that a suge pro- 
portion of the earnings of the railroads 
today go to meet fixed charges, made up 
principally of the interest on their funded 
debt. For 1932, the total income of the 
Class 1 roads, including net operating 
income and other income, was $550,845,-.

Earnings No Test. 


“Because of this variety of underlying 
motives, it is idle to measure the results by 
the test of earnings. Nor is a demonstration: 
of various evil results convincing. It is easy 
to assemble a most impressive array of evils 
~—financial, political and economic — from 
the history of our railroads. The immediate 
question, in connection with both public and 
private ownership and operation, is whether 
demonstrated evils can be corrected. The 
ultimate question is which system, when fully 
safeguarded, will produce the better results.” 

At this point he cites two instances which 
are often used as arguments against public 


control of our railroads during the war and 
the other the operation of the Canadian 
National system. | 

The theory that the results of our Federal 
wartime control offer a valid argument 
against public ownership is completely re- 
futed, Eastman says, by the dispassionate 
“War History of American Railroads’ written 
by the late Walker D. Hines, who, though 
himself a believer in private ownership and 
operation, wrote that the Government’s tem- 
porary operation of the roads during the war 
“accomplished with credit the objects which 
made resort to it imperative.” 


An Opposition Report. 

As for the Canadian National system, East- 
man says it is conceded that the lines form- 
ing it have been operated more efficiently 
and have given better service since than be- 
fore their acquisition by the public. A royal 
commission appointed by the Conservative 
government in 1931 to inquire into the work- 
ings of the system—an undertaking which 
had been administered by the opposition par- 
ty—found that it was an “efficient transport 
rystem affording a service of high standard 
and with a loyal and enthusiastic staff of 
officers and employes.” 

The strictures of the commission were 
mainly against unwarranted expenditures on 
branch lines and hotels and on services du- 
plicating those of the Canadian Pacific. But, 
as Eastman points out, similar reckless ex- 
penditures were made by the privately owned 
railroads of this country; for example, on 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati and Philadelphia 
passenger stations and in New York City, 
where there was “prodigal and wasteful con- 
struction of new. hotels, partly by railroad 
capital.” Both in Canada and the United 
States, these expenditures were characteristic 
of the times. ® 

Eastman notés a8 a significant fact that 
the investigating commission did not recom- 
mend that the Canadian National system be 
returned to private ownership, but confined 
itself to proposing administrative changes to 
correct the evils found to exist. 

“Public ownership -and operation,” Bast- 
man continues, “would clearly go further 
than any other change to abate the railroad 
ills described above (in the first part of his 
report). Public credit would take the place 
of cfippled private credit. Management and 
operation of the industry would be wholly 
united, Public regulation would largely merge 
with management and operation. Financial 
domination would cease. The important 
questions are whether other ills would take

Clear to French. 

Slowly the situation cleared up. For us 
democratic French it is entirely clear and we 
are resolutely and completely opposed to the 
Italian initiative and consider it is only right 
to say so frankly. 

But, before defining our conclusions, it is 
necessary to examine progress in this matter 
since Dec. 5. 

At their recent meeting, Titulescu and 
Benes declared themselves “For the absolute 
inviolability of the pact of the League of 
Nations in its present form and intangibility 
that must be defended, both against any 
eventual change and -against all efforts to 
substitute other methods.”

Naturally his interest centers in steel, and that 
industry’s experience under the code is the subject 
of his article. But viewing the situation as a whole, 
he is persuaded that the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act is potentially a charter of liberty, a new 
freedom for industry, so to speak, and as the air 
clears and confusion is dispersed, we shall all be 
able to see that-“our business structure is being put 
upon a firmer basis, which will be helpful to our 
national economy.” , 

The matter.of fair competition, for instance. Does 
this mean the death of ‘competition, as some fear, 
and an industrial evolution that will inevitably end 
in monopoly? 

He does not think so. On the contrary, he believes 
that, in the steel industry, it will stimulate enter- 
prise, promote efficiency and rewrite the law of the 
survival of the fittest in a new, wholesome script. 

In arguing this point, he chooses a rather con- 
vincing illustration—that of the one-price policy ~of 
the retail business. On no other policy, he says, 
eould the modern. department store be operated. If 
every purchase were a price-duel between the sales- 
man and the purchaser, retail business in its pres- 
ent volume and manner of functioning would be im- 
possible. There will be no dissent from that. 

So with steel. There is a wide variety of steel 
products. Under the code, each company files its 
prices on these various items with the American 
Iron and Steel Institute. No change in price can 
be made except by filing new prices. Any company 
that sells below its published price is subject to 
penalty. 

Does such uniformity stifle initiative and econ- 
omies? Far from it. Some company, says Mr. 
Grace, develops a new, economical process, say for 
making alloy steel bars. It reduces the price. Nat- 
urally, it will get the business. The competitive ad- 
vantage will have been fairly earned and openly en- 
joyed. Other companies must either develop as good 
a process or discontinue production of that partic 
ular material. : 

Competitive genius, we are assured, will have 
scope to display itself even within the identical price 
range. The factors of quality, service, reliability 
will never lose their magic. 

Mr. Grace takes up the disproportionate cost of 
distribution which, in his opinion, is chargeable, in 
part, to the energy expended in the everlasting bat- 
tle of prices undpr the old order and the unfair 
practices inseparable from it. He looks for a better. 
relationship among producer, distributer and cus- 
tomer and the passing of costly customs. 

So much for operative and merchandising details. 
What about labor? “Industry has every reason,” 
says Mr. Grace, “to be well pleased at the better deal 
for labor which has come about in the past few 
months under the Recovery Act. This satisfaction 
is real, not simulated. Business depending on vol- 
ume sales knows better than any theorist that wide- 
spread purchasing power is the heart of trade. The 
higher wage scales were put into effect by many in- 
dustries weeks before Washington signed their 
codes. 

“Industry knows that it is an enlightened and 
intelligent policy to pay the maximum wage ratés

point, Mr. Grace says: : 


tries must prosper in order to continue to pay 

high wages. High wages must be maintained, 

yet high wages cannot last for long if they are 
obtained by dipping into surplus. 

Does the recovery program point to the ultimate 
socialization of industry? Not as Mr. Grace sees it.. 
He does not “confuse a reasonable policing of indus- 
try by the Government with any attempt toward 
seizure of power.” Moreover, the administration has 
disavowed any such intention. But “in permitting 
industry to co-operate, in freeing it from the bond- 
age of outmoded laws adopted for public protection 
when conditions were vastly different from those 
of today, and in permitting new freedom for new 
conditions, the Government does have an obligation 
‘to see that the new privileges of industry are used 
constructively.” », 

Concerning the “bondage of outmoded laws,” Mr. 
Grace elsewhere in his article says that “one of its 
(the Recovery Act’s) chief benefits has been to re- 
lieve industry from the shackles of the anti-trus | 
laws.” 

This dispensation to industry has occasioned a 
considerable misgiving and in some instances—Sen- 
ators Borah and Nye, for example—a good deal of 
alarm. The general impression has been that the 
anti-trust laws have been suspended. Donald Rich- 
berg, general counsel for the National Recovery 
Administration, declares that is a mistaken impres- 
sion. “The anti-trust laws of the United States,” he 
insists, “are still in force and effect, and monopo- 
listic practices are not permitted even under the pro 
visions of the codes.” Exemption from the provi- 
sions of the anti-trust laws, he explains, does not 
mean that a code can be written to authorize 
monopolistic practices, or “that under a code, indus- 
tries can organize and proceed to fix prices, or to 
carry out other operations in restraint of trade, free 
from the penalties of the anti-trust laws.” 

The codes permit co-operation heretofore pro- 
scribed by law, but they do not permit conspiracy 
against the public welfare. The business behavior 
they approve of is that of fair dealing. Any industry 
that disregards the restfictions imposed by NRA to 
protect the public interest is, in Mr. Richberg’s 
words, “laying itself open to prosecution under the 
anti-trust laws.... ” 

In an experiment of such reach and daring as the 
recovery program, misunderstanding was, of course, 
unavoidable. The chiseler, too, is always present to 
take advantage of any situation. Such experiences 
are items in every bill of progress. They are ob- 
structive and exasperating, but their day is brief 
where the will of Government is resolute and mo- 
tivated by high purpose, as the present administra- 
tion indubitably is. They are a negligible minority. 
Industry for the most part has responded finely and 
is co-operating earnestly with the Government’s ef- 
forts to work out industry’s salvation.

Congress will plug the holes in the income tax 
law, increase Federal revenues and more equitably 
distribute the burden of taxation, if it enacts the 
recommendations made to it by the House Committee 
on Ways and Means. 

The phenomenal decline in income tax revenues 
from $1,096,000,000 in 1929 to $352,000,000 in 1933 is 
attributable only in part to the shrinkage in indi- 
vidual incomes caused by the depression. Much of 
it has resulted from the methods of avoidance of 
which large taxpayers have been able to avail them- 
selves under the law. 

By incorporating themselves, persons of large 
means have brought their taxes down from the com- 
bined rate of 63 per cent which now obtains in the 
top bracket to the 13% per cent rate which is im- 
posed on the incomes of corporations, Mr. Wiggin, 
we have learned, maintained six such corporations. 
The committee proposes to check’ this practice by 
levying an additional tax of 35 per cent on the un- 
distributed income of personad holding companies. 
This tax will be levied irres ive of whether the 
holding corporation has been organized as a device 
for avoiding the payment of income surtaxes. It is 
estimated that it will yield the Government $25,000,- 
000 a year. 

By splitting the income of a family into separate 
portions for husband and wife, it has been possible 
to bring it down from the high-rate brackets into 
the brackets where lower rates apply.

ital value, whether increments or decrements, be 
segregated from other types of income for tax pur- 
poses. When this provision becomes law, it will no 
longer be possible to deduct capital losses from or- 
dinary income. They are to be subtracted only from 
capital gains. Such gains are to be taxed at the 
usual rates of normal and surtax, but on a sliding 
scale, ranging from 100 per cent to 40 per cent of 
their value, depending upon whether the property in 
question had been held one year or as much as five 
years before the gain was realized. The proposal 
has the merit of ending loss deduction as a means 
of tax avoidance without at the same time sacrific- 
ing the revenue which the Government can and 
should collect from the recipients of capital gains. 

As important as the 4 prevention of avoidance is 
the influence of the committee’s proposals on the dis- 
tribution of the tax burden. The top bracket remains 
at $1,000,000. The combined rate in this bracket re- 
mains at 63 per cent. The tax here is still lower 
than it was during the war; lower than that which 
is now collected in Great Britain. Recipients of 
large incomes will, none the less, be taxed more 
heavily than at present. By reducing the number of 
brackets, the higher rates are made to reach further 
down and the total tax is theréby increased. Pre- 
vention of avoidance, too, will bring higher collec- 
tions from the larger incomes. 

The taxpayer at the bottom of the scale will re- 
ceive no reduction in rates; but he will enjoy an 
earned income allowance of 10 per cent on all his 
income up to $3000; on the earned portion of his 
income up to $8000. This is less than the 25 per 
cent allowance which was made from 1924 to 1932. 
It is less than the 25 per cent allowance which was 
recommended to the committee by the Treasury. But 
it is an improvement on the present law, which 
makes no distinction between incomes derived from 
personal labor and those derived from investment. 
The restoration of the earned income allowance 
which the committee proposes will efford the man 
of small means some measure of tax relief.

Sinclair Lewis’ Latest 


WORK OF ART. By Sinclair Lewis. (Dow 
bleday Doran € Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 


INCLAIR LEWIS, easily the most effec- 
S tive critic of American life in the realm 

of contemporary fiction, is at his best 
when developing a character highly special- 
ized for .the hyperbolic representation of 
some typical mood or trend or state of af- 
fairs that he views with ironical amusement. 


‘ Someone has remarked that he can write 


only when he hates something; but, al- 
though he does seem curiously lacking in 
the power to leve anything, “scorns” might 
be the more nearly accurate word. 

At any rate, when some form of asininity 
is his target, he regularly shoots a “possi- 
ble,” as the marksmen say. Were he a 
lgwyer, he would be far more successful in 
prosecution than in defense. When, in the 
case of Ann Vickers, he relinquished for the 
moment his well-known formula and de- 
veloped a character whom he manifestly 
favored, there was a noticeable slipping of 
cogs in the logical mechanism of his pro- 
cedure, a curious wrong-headedness in the 
implied argument of his story. 

Were he a man ungifted, he would prob- 
ably be a village “crab,” in the colloquial 
sense. As it is, he is a world crab, a very 
ceuperior crab, and so most certain of his 
goal when proceeding backward.

In “Work of Art”, he is again at his devas- 
tating best, apparently for the reason above 
suggested. His theme is Success (as it “suc- 
ceeds” in our day), and the same might 
well have been the title also.

Ora, on the contrary, con- 
ceives himself as being somewhat in the 
nature of a bird of paradise, miraculously 
born in a hényard and unalterably opposed 
to the prepostérous idea that he should be 
expected to do any serious scratching for 
himself. He is going to be a great poet, ap- 
propriately at ease in a circumambient at- 
mosphere of luxury and universal adulation. 
(He would not then be Ora Weagle—what 
a name, indeed! He would be “Marcel Le- 
noir.”’) 

Ora’s “genius” is in fact a combination of 
abnormal vanity and laziness, operating 
through a woozily inaccurate mentality. 
Congenitally a rotter, a shirker, a moocher, 
and therefore inevitably a petty liar, he 
dodges the reality of this condition by a 
ing at his allegedly doltish brother. It is 
clear to Ora that Myron has “no imagina- 
tion, no passion, no ambition, no conscious- 
ness of beauty,” etc. In short, he isn’t at all 
“spiritual” like Ora. Lucky for Myron, in_ 
a way; for Ora has heard that great poets, 
being sensitive soyls, suffer a lot. “I bet I'll 
suffer like all get out!” he says to himself.

tran some day to build and run a perfect 
hotel; and toward the realization of this 
dream he turns all the energy that is in 
him..

Character of Trustees.

Effect on Initiative. 

He has no fear that the elimina- 
tion of competition among railroads 
would stifle enterprise. Keen com- 
petition from other transportation 
agencies would still be a _ spur. 
Moreover, initiative could be stimu- 
lated by organizing the Government 
system so that comparisons could 
be made between the records of the 
different managers. Incentives 
could also be given through public 
recognition of accomplishment or 
merit. 

“Compare the railroad industry 
with the telephone and the electric 
industries,” he asks. “There has 
been much less competition in the 
latter, but will it be said that there 
has been less initiative and enter- 
prise?” 

On the subject of labor relations, 
he says that experience with the 
Government service in this coun- 
try, leaving political patronage out 
of consideration, does not indicate 
that the Government would be un- 
duly liberal as an employer of rail- 
road labor. Wages paid by the 
Government have never gone to ex- 
tremes, and in the matter of sal- 
aries it has been less generous than 
private employers. 

Large labor-saving economies 
would be possible under Govern- 
ment operation, and some means of 
alleviating the hardships resulting 
from sudden displacements of labor 
would have to be found. But this 
would be true of any form of con- 
solidation, public or private. More- 
over, the problem caused by labor 
displacement is the continuing prob- 
lem of all industry, and not of the 
railroads alone. 

Where Opposition Lies. 

Summing up public sentiment to- 
ward Government ownership of the 
railroads, Eastman finds that the 
financial world is less hostile than 
in the. past, that the man in the 
street is indifferent, that labor is 
lukewarm, and that the greatest 
hostility is among railroad manage- 
ments, supply houses and the larger 
shippers—groups that have always 
been among the chief beneficiaries 
of competition. 

The strongest objection to public 
ownership is found, he says, in the 
present economic condition of the 
nation. In this connection he 
writes: 

“What strain might be imposed 
upon national finances by acquisi- 
tion of the railroad properties can- 
not be foreseen. It is probable that 
the acquisition could be made with- 
out the use of cash through an ex- 
change of securities. It is also prob- 
able, however, that the securities 
given in exchange would have to be 
interest-bearing obligations, and the 
sum total of fixed charges might 
be increased by the exchange. Since 
there would be an actual or virtual 
Government guaranty, the holders 
of many railroad bonds would no 
doubt receive securities of equal or 
less face value bearing a lower in- 
terest rate. But it would also be 
necessary in many instances’ to 
give interest-bearing securities in 
some amount for outstanding stock. 

“When governments acquire prop- 
erty, they normally pay more than 
it is worth, just as they normally 
sell for less. This has been the uni- 
versal experience with railroads. 
The reasons are obvious. The sym- 
pathies of tribunals are with the 
individuals who are forced to part 
with their property. Doubts are 
resolved in their favor, and their 
lawyers are apt to be more aggres- 
sive than Government counsel. 

“One can foresee what might 
happen under present conditions. 
It would at once be argued that 
present railroad earnings are not 
a fair test of inherent property val- 
ues, on the theory that the depres- 
sion is temporary and earnings will 
be much higher in‘ the future. 

“The possible effect of dollar de- 
preciation would also enter in. It 
is likely that tribunals, including 
the courts, would give considerable 
weight to such arguments. But 
there is more than usual uncer- 
tainty as to the future, so that 
much greater weight might be 
given to this element than the facts 
would eventually justify.” 

The Logical Solution. 

None of these present considera- 
tions alter his conclusion that Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation is 
the logical solution of the railroad 
problem—a solution that yltimately 
will be aécepted out of iency, 
because of the inability of private 
enterprise and capita] to carry on.

The Ills of the Roads, 

What are the ills from which the 
railroads are suffering? A synop- 
sis of Eastman’s comprehensive 
diagnosis must suffice. 

A more or less continual inflow 
of capital funds is essential to a 
healthy railroad system. As long as 
the roads are privately owned, this 
new capital must normally 
tained from private investors, for 
“the use of Government credit for 
privately owned industries can be 
justified only as a temporary expe- 
dient in an emergency.” Private in- 
vestors, however, have shied away 
from the railroads, so that the 
Government today, broadly speak- 
ing, is the only source of capital 
funds. “The outlook for improved 
railroad credit ts not promising. 

Contrary to popular impression, 
the railroads at present are not in 
the aggregate much overcapitalized. 
The original cost of their property 
= not fall below $24,000,000,000. 

n Dec, 31, 1932, the total railroad 
capital outstanding was $23,573,556,- 
588, made up of $10,226,070,233 in 
stock and $13,347,486,355 in funded 
debt. 

“There was much inflation in the 
original capitalization of many 
railroads, but this has since been 
offset, in the aggregate, by two 
main factors: (1) Much investment 
of earnings in carrier property by 
the more prosperous lines, and (2) 
the scaling down of original capi- 
talizations through reorganization. 
An illustration of this scaling down 
is found in the case of the Chicago 
& Alton, whose over-capitalization 
was a “national scandal.” Upon re- 
organization in 1931, its capitaliza- 
tion of $129,000,000 was reduced to 
$75,000,000, the stock of the old 
company being completely wiped 


out. 
Earnings Very Low. 


What concerns the investor is the 
fluctuating commercial value based 
on earning power—and railroad 
earnings have fallen very low. In 
1932, the net railway operating in- 
come of the Class 1 roads. was 
$326,000,000, in contrast with $601,- 
000,000 in the depression year of 
1921, and with $1,252,000,000 in 
1929. In 1932 railroads operating 
nearly 74 per cent of the total 
Class 1 mileage failed by $250,000,- 
000 to earn their fixed charges. The 
volume of freight and passenger 
business in 1932 was only about 50 
per cent of that in 1926. At present 
75 railroads are in receiverships or 
in the hands of the courts under 
the bankruptcy act, and except for 
loans from the R. F. C. many oth- 
ers would be in similar difficul- 
ties. 

Differences in the  § individual 
credit situations of the railroads 
must be kept in mind; there is no 
such thing as “aggregate railroad 
credit.” Many of the lines are 
overcapitalized; many are capital- 
ized conservatively. But at present 
few railroads would be able to place 
a new security issue in the private 
market on a satisfactory basis. 

It is important to note the 
amount and character of the fund- 
ed debt, which aggregates 56 per 
cent of the outstanding capitaliza- 
tion. The public has a_ practical 
interest in this matter, since an un- 
duly high ratio of debt to stock 
impairs the credit of the carrier and 
itg ability to provide good service, 
or leads it to.scrimp on mainte 
nance in an effort to eke out ze, 
ings in times of depression. The 
great danger in a high percentage 
of funded debt is the inflexible 
burden of fixed charges which goes 
with it. Moreover, the fixed-charge 
situation of the railroads, what with 
their taxes, rentals, etc. is even 
worse than the 56 per cent ratio 
would indicate. 


Old Bond Issues. 

The character of this funded 
debt, Eastman points out, is much 
affected by the age of the indus- 
try. Numerous bond issues go back 
to the éarly days and carry first 
liens on roads which are now mere- 
ly parts of larger systems. On top 
of these underlying issues has been 
built a structure of bond issues 
which may be secured by only sec- 
ond, third, fourth or even fifth 
liens. 

In some cases the situation has 
been complicated by the issue of 
so-called income or adjustment 
bonds, the interest on which is not 
a fixed charge but is payable only 
when earned. Most of the strictly 
first liens are. closed, so that the 
roads must now rely, in marketing 
new bonds, on so-called junior is 
sues, with mortgage liens in- 
ferior to the liens of other issues 
outstanding. These junior issues, 
Eastman observes, will not, in most 
instances, be a good medium for 
the procurement of capital: funds, 
even when better times return. 

An investigation by one of his 
staff, Eastman says, revealed that 
large investors are beset with fears 
regarding railroad investments. 
Disillusionment has succeeded the 
confidence inspired by the provi- 
sions of the transportation act of 
1920. Investors fear the competi- 
tion of motor trucks and other 
transportation agencies, the prob- 
able abandonment of much railroad 
property, the .effects of monetary 
inflation, the operation of the new 
Securities Act, the construction of 
the St. Lawrence Waterway, in- 
crease in taxation, regulation by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and a host of other things. 

Whether or not thése fears are 
justified, Eastman says, is beside 
thé point; the point is that they 
prevail among the investing class 
and exert a oc influence: 
depression has shown the dangers 
of a high percentage of funded debt 
in a way that has made a profound 
ac- | impression. 
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xpeddiliibes of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Attention is called to the 
increase in the public debt from} — 
$1,282,000,000 before we entered the 
war to a. present total of nearly 
$24,000,000,000., To this drain on 
credit must be added the extensive 
borrowings of states, municipalities 
and other public bodies. 

“The state of mind of many inves- 
tors,” writes Eastman, “rose to in- 
sane heights of confidence in the 
boom period, and it has now fallen 
to precipitous depths. With revivat 
of business it is likely to rebound. 
The rise will be helped by the fact 
that the net earnings of the rail- 
roads will probably improve at 
faster rate than the gross, 


“The drastic economies in recent 
years have been accomplished to a 
considerable extent at the expense 
of maintenance, and what has been 
deferred in this respect must even- 
tually be made good, but railroad 
managements have learned much 
through adversity and many of the 
economies will be permanent. Other 
improvements in railroad operation 
may be expected. The net earnings 
of 1929 could be regained, in all 
probability, with materially less 
gross than was enjoyed in that 
year. 

“These facts tend toward opti- 
mism, but there is a hard road to 
travel before railroad credit will be 
established on a satisfactory basis.” 

“Viewed, from the standpoint of 
average or aggregate railroad con- 
ditions, the future credit outlook 
seems most unpromising. The prac- 
tical question relates to the credits 
of the individual railroad compa- 
nies. Few of them meet the stand- 
ards of private investment now, but 
some will measure up with improv- 
ing bus, ess conditions. Many oth- 
ers wili .ind it a very slow and dif- 
ficult process to meet those stand- 
ards, even if traffic conditions 
greatly improve; and consideration 
of average conditions suggests that 
the number of delinquents will ex- 
ceed the number that are able to 
qualify.” 

Operation Problems. 


Turning to the problems of man- 
agement and operation, Eastman 
points out that railroad competi- 
tion, always keen, has tended to 
increase as traffic has diminished 
in volume. As the railroads have 
been subjected more and more to 
competition from motor vehicles, 
waterways, pipe lines and airplanes, 
they have competed more fiercely 
among themselves. Much waste in 
railroad operation has resulted. To 
secure competitive traffic, a road 
may reduce rates or make some 
concession in service. For a time 
it reaps an advantage. Then com- 
peting lines follow suit, with the 
result that the advantage is lost 
and all are worse off than before. 
This, Eastman says, is the usual 
cycle in such competitive practices. 

He cites examples of waste and 
duplication of effort among the 
railroads (153 major railroads, 
forming 101 systems). In a trans- 
continental movemént, at least two 
and as many as eight or 10 carriers 
will each expend as much effort 
as they would expend if the car 
were handled locally. In other 
words, each of the participating 
carriers duplicates the work of each 
‘of the others. Individual carriers 
seek marginal traffic which often 
pays little above out-of-pocket ex- 
pense. This is oxemplified in cir- 
cuitous routes, sometimes twice as 


The problem of meeting the com- 
petition of other forms of trans- 
portation, Eastman says, should 
have brought the roads together in 
collective experimenttaion, but the 
old spirit of competition has held 
them apart. 

“The general situation, in brief,” 
he says, “is one in which the nu- 
merous separate owners and mana- 
gers of individual parts of the sin- 
gle railroad system are in need of a 
‘more perfection union,’ just as the 
states were prior to the Constitu- 
tion. The time is propitious for 
such a moment, because the com- 
petition which the railroads now 
have from other transportation 
agencies’ makes intense competition 
within their own ranks a much less 
sacréd thing than it once was from 
the public point of view.” 


Roads Have Two Masters. 

Public regulation of an industry, 
Eastman points out in another sec- 
tion of his report, necessarily gives 
the industry two masters—the pri- 
vate management responsible’ to 
the stockholders and an agency re- 
sponsible to the Government. Un- 
der this division of authority it is 
difficult to-concentrate.- responsibil- 
ity. Moreover, a regulated indus- 
try is in danger of loss of enter- 
prise because of this division of 
authority and also because of the 
time and effort which its officials 
must give to the processes of regu- 
lation. The tendency: in such an 
industry may be to look to the Gov- 
ernment for help, where self-help 
would be the better policy. There 
is a tendency also, Eastman con- 
tinues, to magnify the virtues of

The American View. 

As for the United States, I ob- 
serve that the Fascist proposition 
is being discussed at the very mo- 
ment when Secretary of State Hull, 
at Montevideo, is studying the pos- 
sibility of joining up the Pan- 
American Union, the International 
Labor Bureau, and the League of 
Nations. If we are correctly in- 
formed, this proposition has been 
submitted for study to a commis- 
sion.

Resuming and concluding, we 
do not say that the pact of the 
League of Nations should not be 
amended, that it should not be 
independent of the 
peace treaties.

No Hierarchy Wanted. 

We wish it democratized. We do 
not want a hierarchy set up among 
peoples. In its present form, it 
reconciles the principle of equal- 
ity among nations, a principle es- 
sentially French, with the actual 
situation in which the Great Pow- 
ers exist, but they must express 
themselves through the medium of 
the Council of the League. 

We: cannot believe that the 
United States will subscribe to a 
conception with which all their 
doctrines are in conflict. We hope 
also that Great Britain will bring 
its traditional liberalism into play 
against this attempt to establish 
international Fascism. 

If you ask us French: Will you 
permit the League of Nations to 
be changed in a sense more favor- 
able to domination by the Great 
Powers, there is no doubt of our 
reply. 

It is no—short, but clear.

RITZ KREISLER, long out- 
F standing among the masters of 

the violin, pays his annual visit 
to St. Louis this week, being pre- 
sented in recital at the Odeon next 
Thursday evening, at 8:15.

Doran came here from the auto 
shows at New York and Detroit, 
cutting his stay short there to get 
to this territory. Attendance at De- 
troit, he said, rivaled that at the 
earlier New York show, and sales 
were proportionately greater. Both 


shows thus far reported have been 
the best in several years, and have 
been surpassed few times in the his- 
tory of the industry. 

“We are coming back,” said Do- 
ran. “There is no doubt of it. More 
indicative even than attendance or 
gales figures is the changed atti- 
tude of people—visitors and auto- 
mobile men themselves. At the 
_ ghows I attended almost a carnival 

spirit prevailed. There was more 
. enthusiasm, more of a ‘go forward’ 
feeling, than at any show since 
1928. We are coming back, and the 
means by which it is being accom- 
plished is much less important than 
the fact itself.”

“We are going to let everybody 
know exactly how much their car 
will cost them. We are going to 
take out to the last cent the in- 
crease between the advertised, or 
list, price and the actual cost to the 
consumer. 

“We are sure we are fundament- 
ally right ,and will profit by it as 
goon as the public gets a thorough 
appreciation of what Wé are trying 
to do. For example, while our aver- 
age list price this year is up 14 per 
cent over last year, the actual dif- 
ference to the purchaser will only 
be 7 per cent. 

“Throughout the United States a 
similar condition will prevail. Ac- 
tual delivered costs everywhere will 
be less than the average increase in 
list price. How much less will be 
determined by freight rate and oth- 
-@F local factors.

AND-BOOK men here were

began to shine and the birds to 
sing for the loca] bookies. 
With racing at Jefferson Park, 

the books’ were being 
trimmed on the first and last 
races, by what is known as the 
“mutuel build-up.” By spread- 
ing a sum of money on non-favor- 
ites in the mutuels just before the 
short-priced 
favorite’s odds went soaring up. 
from, let us.say, 6 to 5 to 5 to 1. 


In the meantime the manipu- 
lators of the build-up had wag- 
ered thousands of dollars on this 
very favorite around the coun- 
try, on which they collected at the 
5 to 1 odds. 

In other words by investing a 
few hundreds in the mutuels, 
manipulators harvested thou- 
sands at the expense of the hand 
books, 

This is the scheme that Baron 
Long worked at Caliente and for 
which he was demoted as an of- 
ficial and his entries barred. 

The first and last races were 
chosen because the betting on 
these is always lightest. The re- 
sult is that on these two events 
only a few hundred dollars are 

eeded to shift the odds on the 
avorite materially. 


A Case in Point. 


HE hand-book man is helpless 
6 ilar aan this plot. The reason 
is that the handbookie is ap- 
proached from the weak side— 
the favorite. Bookmakers always 
accept considerable sums on the 
favorite, when the horse is at 7 
to 5 and under. It is on this kind 
that they make their money and 
stand to lose least. When bets of 
the $100 variety drift in on a 6 
to 5 shot the bookie snaps them 
up. They are his bread and meat. 

Now the bookmaker, through 
his serVice wire, is apprised of all 
the changes in prices, including 
post-time or final odds. If these 
show 6 to 5, he decides to keep all 
the money. If the odds s-.ifted 
to 5 to 1, he would at once 
lay off his excess bets by wiring 
it in as comeback money, easing 
the burden on himself and keep- 
ing down the odds. 

But since the man at the track 
could dump a last-minute $1000 or 
so on some other horse than the 
favorite even while the horses 
were at the post at Jefferson 
Park, there was no way for the 
new odds to be broadcast — until 
after the field had left the pst. 

The bookie, keeping all the bets 
on what he thought was a 6 to 5 
favorite, later found he had to 
pay off.on a5 to 1 shot. 

One local handbook has been 
hit several thousands in _ this 
manner, One 6 to 5 favorite re- 
ceded to 8 to 1. Hence the long

BERKELEY, California. 
ORKING with rats and mice and dogs 
in his laboratory at the University of 
California here, Dr. Herbert M. Evans, 
professor of anatomy and noted biol- 
ogist, has discovered a means of pro- 
moting growth of human beings and 
the lower animals long after natural 
grewth has stopped. 

After probing for four years into 
the mysteries of the ductless glands, 
with exhaustive experiments on both 
man and beast, he has created what he 
calls a growth hormone- ~a fluid which, 
injected hypodermically into the blood 
stream, causes the individual to at- 
tain greater size of body. 

A 10-year old girl of Santa Barbara, 
whose growth had stopped suddenly, has been made to add five 
inches to her height in two years. 

A dog, an ordinary dachshund, treated daily with the extract, was 
half again as large as its untreated litter mate after six months, and

after 10 months was twice.as large. ; 
Rats, similarly treated with injections of the extract, have grown 
relatively enormous size and weight, and mice, under the treat- 
ment, are being grown to normal adult size in 90 hours from birth. 
The nature of the growth hormone which Dr. Evans has _pro- 
‘uced 1s being kept a carefully guarded secret. With the reticence 
aracteristic of the scientist, he has refrained from discussing his 
rk except before professional groups at sessions of national scien: 
¢ organizations. He has divulged the fact, however, that this 
traordinary growth extract is a product of one of the smaller 
nds of the head—a gland producing hormones, those mysterious 
emical substances which are secreted by ductless glands and which 
such a vital part in balancing the mechanism of the body 
Creation of the extract followed intensive research which con: 
need the Berkeley scientist that growth is controlled by hormones 
that failure to attain normal growth——either in human beings or 
lower animals-—is due principally to a deticiency 
these strange substances of the body. Much of Rs a 
research centered in study of the pituitary gland.

For some 
scientists have believed its activity had much to 
with the size attained by the individual, but little 
actually known about its function. His problem 
is to discover just how it controiled growth, the results 
's experiments so far indicate he is well on the way 
a solution. 
Dr. Evans recently gave a technical resume of his 
rk to the American Congress of Physicians and 
rgeons in Washington, D. C., and tne assemblage 
eived his treatise with marked enthusiasm. To the 
‘entists he explained his work in considerable detail. 
the lay world, however, he offers only the follow: 
explanation: 
Through experiments with rats and dogs, we hzve 
eloped what we call a growth hormone which stim- 
ites the glands and causes them to develop their own 
retions necessary to establish or to restore that perfect 
ince of metabolism which we shall call health. 
The public is already familiar with the use of 
lin as a cure for diabetes. Insulin is an internal 
cretion which can be manufactured and supplied arti 
lly to take the place of the natural secretions which, 
he case of diabetes. the body fails to manufacture.

In Dr. Evans’ Berkeley laboratories, dachshunds are being bred 
for experiments with the mysterious growth hormone. 

Two pure-bred animals, Jitter- brothers of equal weight and size 
and identical in appearance, were used recently as the basis for an 
experiment in controlling growth. 

“After six months of daily dosage with the growth hormone, 
Dr. Evans relates. “the deg we had picked for our subject had in 
creased to one and a half times the size of its litter mate to whom 
none of the hormone had been given. Its weight was double. 

“In ten months the dog which had undergone the daily in 
jections of the hormone was nearly double the size of its brother.’ 

Rats, similarly treated, have shown like results. Those receiv 
ing the hormone injections have grown larger and heavier than 
their litter mates. 

The case ot the little girl in Santa Barbara which astounded 
scientists, is cited as showing what the discovery may mean to 
human beings 

“Miss J. M.,” as she is identified in the laboratory records, 
seemed doomed to dwarfdom. Nearly two years ago, when she 
was 8 years of age, she stood 35 inches, which is regarded as. the 
normal height for a 3-year-old child. Physicians and specialists 
exainined her, prescribed various forms of treatment and made 
every effort to stimulate her retarded growth. 

When the family heard of the experiments being conducted by 
Dr. Evans an appeal was sent to him to see what he could do. 
Some of the growth hormone was sent to Santa Barbara.  Injec- 
tions were given hypodermically and still are being given. The 
result is that the child has grown nearly five inches. 


G6 E are not trying to make bigger human beings,” Dr 

| Evans explains. “We are trying to make better ones. 
We cannot remodel human beings like clay in the hands of the 
potter, but through a better knowledge and control of the endro- 
crines we can help mankind to realize completely his possibilities of 
mental efficiency and physical capacity.” 

Every Monday morning, in the modern laboratory where Dr 
Evans nd his staff conduct their research, 800 mice are born. 
So perfectly conducted are the manipulations of the laboratory to 
meet the requirements of the operators, that the mating of the 
parent mice is timed to bring approximately 800 baby mice every 
Monday morning. The hour—almost the minute—of their arrival 
is according to laboratory schedule. 

In long, regular rows of wired cages as immaculate 
as the ward of a modern hospital, the fami'ies of mice 
are kept and cared for as carefully as though they were 
human beings. Every step in the process of growth 
stimulation is accurately chronicled in the records. With 
the use of the growth hormone, the mice are brought 
from birth to sexual maturity in 90 hours and all effects 
upon size and sex are noted carefully. 

“We hesitate to have anything sensational published 
about this work in endrocrine research,” said Dr. Evans, 
“but the simple truth about what is being done through 
work of this kind with the ductless glands is more sen- 
sational than fiction could be.” 

The existence of the pituitary gland was known as 
long ago as the-year 200 A. D., the time of the Roman 
physician, Galen, but its function was not then under: 
stood or even vaguely known. In fact, it got its name 
from the erroneous belief that its purpose was that of 
secreting a fluid to lubricate the throat. This idea was 
exploded by Conrad Schneider as early as 1660, but 
no other function of the gland was discovered and it 
came to be regarded as merely a vestigial relic of no 
particular importance to its possessor. 

Now, although much remains to be determined as to 
its functions, it is known that one of its functions is the 
promotion of growth. Physicians now are easily able 
to trace cases of giantism, or overgrowth, to abnormal 
pituitary glands and likewise cases of dwarfism can be 
traced to deficiencies in this gland’s work. Not only 1s 
it a factor in the physical development of human beings, 
but of the lower animals as well. It is found in all

Scotch “Sea Serpent” 


and the Controversy t Has A\roused |

the word of more 
than 50 witnesses 
and the opinions of 
various experts 
have been mus- 
tered to prove that 
the ‘“‘sea serpent”’ 
or ‘‘sea monster,’’ 
which has been reported from time to 
time since the days of Pliny, actually 
exists in the waters of Loch Ness 
seven miles from here. The 50-foot 
creature was first reported here last 
August. 

The London Times has received a 
reel of films which is vouched for by 
the three operators who took them as 
showing the denizen of the lake— 
whether it be cephalopod, mobula, 
manta, polyp, squid, saurian, cuttle- 
fish, kelpie, kraken, devilfish, oarfish 
or sea serpent. The films reveal a 
long, black object similar taa tapering 
tree trunk but at the thick end there 
is a rapid and powerful splashing of 
water indicating the creature is travel- 
ing fast. This, it is asserted, proves 
that the monster is not a log, a fig- 
ment of the imagination, a publicity 
stunt or something conjured up by 
minds under the influence of a ‘“‘wee 
drop’ and a full moon. 

According to the photographers, 
they were packing uy their gear to 
depart and bemoaning their+ wasted 
fortnight when they were attracted 
by a commotion off the ruins of 
ancient Urquhart Castle and about a 
half mile from shore. They leaped 
into their motorboat and sped toward 
the place, grinding their cameras and 
praying for a close-up. The creature 
however, swam only a short distance 
and then submerged. 

Shortly before this the pontifical 
London Times made public a report 
from Lieutenant Commander R. T. 
vould (a retired British naval officer 
of scientific bent and the author of 
“The Case for the Sea _ Serpent’’) 
which upholds the belief that a sea 
serpent dwells in the blue-gray waters 
of Loch Ness. The report is based on 
a comparison of the testimony of 51 
adult and credible persons who assert 
they saw some kind of an aquatic 
animal of enormous proportions. 

Gould came here a skeptic since he 
believed that the sea serpent was to 
be found only in the vastness of the 
ocean and certainly not in a fresh 
water lake 23 miles long and a mile 
wide. After investigating he came to 
the conclusion that the sea serpent 
probably entered the lake from the 
North Sea by swimming for eight 
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miles, like a salmon, up the river 
against the current. 
He resembles a Swedish ‘‘mon- 


ster’’ of 25 years ago in that he is as 
much at home in salt water as he is in 
fresh. The Swedish creature, a denizen 
of Lake Storsjon, was known common- 
ly as ‘‘Storsjoodjuretuppenbarelserna.”’ 
Despite the honor of this appellation 
he disappeared without a trace. 

The denizen of Loch Ness has been 
affectionately named Bobby. And 
since Bobby is credited with having 
put at least $15,000 into the tills of

sailing ship Valhalla. 


the canny tradesmen here, the trades- 
men have become so interested in him 
that they have prevailed on the chief 
high constable of Aberdeenshire to 
order that no one shall shoot or 
otherwise molest Bobby. There are 
some tradesmen who are backing a 
novemen! to have Parliament pass a 
law to protect this hair-and-shekel- 
raising creature. 

And among the residents here who 
vow that Bobby is a sea monster and 
not a ‘‘monster racket’’—-as some En- 
glish newspapers hint-—is W. U. Good- 
body, a member of the Loch Ness 
Fishery Board. 


OODBODY asserted that while 

motoring with his two daugh- 

ters he noticed what appeared 
to be the fins of some huge fish com- 
ing toward the shore. When the ob- 
ject was within 400 yards he and his 
daughters saw that the ‘fins’ were 
humps. They counted eight or nine 
humps. : 

“The creature had a long, thin 
neck, with a very small head perched 
minuch higher than the body,’’ he said. 
“The part I saw was about 16 feet 
long. I did not see the tail, as it was 
under water, but there was a thrash- 
ing of the water when the object made 
a turning movement, It was not like a 
walrus or a whale or anything I have 
cver seen in my worldwide travels. 
I can say for a certainty there is an 
extraordinary creature in the loch.’’ 

M. A. Wetherell, a fellow. of the 
Royal Geographical Society and the 
Zoological Society’ who has made a 
name as a hunter of big game in Cen- 
tral Africa, said he had found “a 
definite spoor of a huge amphibian on 
the shores of Loch Ness, indicating to 
him that the creature had “attempted 


to climb the gravel 
bank and slipped 
back.”’ 

Then there is the 
story of the motor- 
ist who vows he 
was driving near 
the lake one nigh: 
when ‘‘an abomina- 
tion with a three- 
arched neck and a 


body four feet 
high,” hurried 
across the road 


ahead of him. 

And there is the 
statement of E. C. 
Boulenger, director 
of the Zoological 
Society’s aquarium 
in London, calling 
to attention the fact that much of the 
ocean is unexplored and declaring 
“the sea serpent should not be hastily 
dismissed because he has not been 
actually hooked.’’ 

The staid English Quarterly Review 
printed the following two years before 
the controversy here: ‘Let it be said 
emphatically, now and here, that to.a 
mind that is ready to learn, there is 
no reason whatever to doubt the orc- 
casional, and by no means infrequent, 
appearance, not only in the great 
oceans and in the smaller seas, but 
even estuaries, lochs and fjords, of 
huge marine monsters, uhknown to 
science and unclassified.’ 

And only a few months ago no less 
than 15 reputable citizens of all ages 
and stations in life had told of seeing 
& sea serpent off Seattle, Wash. To 
their accounts were added those of 
two officers of a crack, liner — and 
mercantile officers lay themselves 
open to professional disadvantages 
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when they enter a sea serpent report 
in the log. As a result, the majority 
refuse to face the skepticism that they 
know awaits them. 

Nevertheless, First Mate A. EB. Ricb- 
ards of the Santa Lucia, told how just 
before dawn a ‘‘great eel-like monster 
reared its head like a Scotch terrier 
struck by curiosity.’’ It was about 90 
feet long, he said, and when within 
200 feet of the ship it rose out of the 
water, ‘‘with its seven humps like a 
camel and its face like a cow, and 
uttered an eerie bellow like a bull 
whale in its death agony and reared 
up, perhaps 30 feet, perhaps 50, and 
flopped over on its back.”’ 

By this. time, Richards had five 
searchlights turned on it. Just as it 
started to dive, Captain W. N, Prengel 
came on deck and saw enough of it to 
cause him to remark that it “certainly 
was the most unusual sea monster I 
ever saw.”’

time logbook of a German submarine 
comes further substantiation—-an ac- 
count of how a torpedoed ship ex- 
ploded far under water and cast a 
gigantic animal, wriggling violently, 
5&0 feet into the air before the eyes 
of the commander of the U-28 and 
five of her crew. The monster was 
described in the log by Baron von 
Forstner as being 65 feet long, re- 
sembling a crocodile, with two legs in 
front and two behind, all strongly 
webbed. The Baron and the chief

picture of it could be taken. In com- 
menting on the Loch Ness creature, 
the Baron said its description tallied 
fully with the one seen when the Iber- 
lan was sunk near England.

beheld a sea monster by remarking: 
“There are people who laugh when 
tulking of the sea serpent, but I tell 
you no one in this world knows what 
strange creatures live in the depths of 
the ocean. If I, who spent 46 years of 
my life at sea, saw in that time only 
one strange monster, people who have 
merely made occasional journeys at 
sea scarcely have a right to laugh at 
the sea serpent idea.’’ 

He saw his monster in 1907 off the 
coast of Ireland when his attention 
was attracted to something two miles 
ahead which answered to the same 
description as that generally applied 
to the Loch Ness creature—'‘‘a great 
tree trunk.’ Soon he could make out 
its head reared eight feet above the 
water and darting from side to side 
‘with sudden movements such as you 
see a blackbird make when hunting 
worms on the lawn.” He saw two 
protuberances where eyes might have 
been. Its neck was 12 to 14 feet long 
and while its body was only partly out 
of the water an enormous length was 
indicated. The ears were small. It 
dived and swam away as it came 
within the wash of the propellers. 


OLONEL T. H. PERKINS, Bos- 

ton philanthropist and globe trot- 

ter of the nineteenth century, 
was asked by Sir Charles Lyell, En- 
glish scientist, what he ‘‘thought of the 
sea serpent.’’ Unfortunately I have 
seen it,’’ replied Perkins. However, 
he declined to talk about it, valuing 
his reputation for veracity. 

The list of those who have in good 
faith made statements about the 
sea monster is a long and impos- 
ing one—Aristotle, Aelian, Strabo, 
Pliny, Olaus Magnus, Bishop of Up- 
sala; Erik Pontoppidan, Bishop 0! 
Bergen; Hans Egede, the Green 
land missionary, who became a Bish- 
op; Captain McQuhae of H. M 
S. Daedalus, who reported to th 
Lords Commission of the Admira!‘s 
in 1848 that he and his crew gazed 
for 20 minutes on a sea serpent 
more than 20 feet long; George Drev- 
ar, master of the Pauline, who in 1877 
declared on oath, with several of his 
officers, that they had seen a sea ser- 
pent coiled around a large sperm 
whale and “suddenly dragging it head- 
first to the bottom;”’’ Lord Crawford.

.etography by Dr. G. Oscar Russell,

work under the sponsorship of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington. 
By means of ingenious apparatus, 
the photographs were made with Mme. 
Bori standing at ease and singing nat- 
urally, freed from the restrictions on 
normal tone production which have at- 
tended earlier experimentation of this 
kind. 


HE exposure time for the photo- 
graphs was reduced to one-one- 
hundred-and-twentieth of a sec- 
ond, which made it unnecessary for 
the singer to hold a note longer than 
called for by the score.

Bori is singing the 
velum, or aperture into the 
nose, is always closed, and, 
as Dr. Russell says, ‘‘Except 
for the relatively small 
amount of sound energy 
which could be transmitted 
throush the walls them- of 
selves, it may therefore be 
said that nasal resonance is 
not made use of.”’ 


A further observation 
concerns the position of the 
larnyx. It has been com- 
monly believed that the 
larynx rose on high pitches 
and fell on low ones, but 
this was not true of this 
operatic star. Neither was 
it true, as sometimes maintained, that 
the larynx remained in a constant 
position anchored to the spinal col- 
umn, for it changed its position fre- 
quently as she sang. 

Discussing more fully some of these 
matters, Dr. Russell says:

EL PASO, Texas. 
HE United States and 
Mexico are about to 
begin one of the 
greatest co-operative 
engineering projects 
- ever 
. two nations. They are 
joining forces and finances to 
straighten out the Rio Grande, 
the water boundary over which 
they once fought a war. The Pub- 
lic Works Administration has just 
allotted $2,800,000 for the first 
year’s work on the American side 
andl the Mexican Government, has 


set aside 400,000 pesos for pre- 


, y liminary work on the south bank. 


Mexican workers already are in 
the field at Juarez, across the 
river from El Paso, and the Amer- 
ican work is expected to start 
within a month or two. 

A five year program of econ- 
struction, dredging and filling 
work is in view and business’ on 
hoth sides of the border is jubi- 


lant at the prospects offered. It 
will mean the employment of 
somewhere around i000 men 


throughout the five years and a 
total expenditure of more than 
$6,000,000. The river work will 
consist mainly of straightening 
out the kinks and curves of the 
crooked stream and reclaiming 
much tillable land on both banks. 
As another result, of course, the 
river will be shortened. The river 
distance between El] Paso and 
Fort Quitman, for example, will 
be cut down from 155 miles to 88. 
That gives some idea of the num- 
ber of curves to be ironed out. 
Resides this, the program calls 
for the construction of a great 
dam at Caballo, 
;New Mexico, 
100 miles’ up- 
stream from El 
Paso. This will 
impound 100,- 
000 acre feet of 
water—-that is, 
water enough to 
cover 106,000 
acres one _ foot 
deep. Its esti- 
mated cost of 
$1,500,000 is 
included in the 
$6,000,000 total 
for the whole 
program. It is 
designed mainly 
to supplement 
the river control 
of the Elephant 
Butte dam, 22 miles farther 
north, and surveys are now being 
nade with a view to hydro-elec- 
tric development at both places. 
Plans for this program were 
formulated co-operatively by the 
American and Mexican sections of 
the International Boundary Com- 
- mission, a body set up for the pur-

The disintegration of the whal- 
ing fleet was very rapid, decreas- 
ing from 263 vessels in 1866 to 
124 in 1886, and falling away to 
42 in another two decades. By 
1920, the author records, there 
were only two oid-time whaling 
ships along the New England 
coast. Then the Wanderer was 
wrecked and not long afterward 
the Charles W. Morgan was beach- 
ed at New Bedford as a museum. 


HE only whaling that is done 
today is done by large motor 
ships that are really floating 
factories. One of these, the Sir 
James Clark Ross, was described 
in the Sunday Magazine of the 
Post-Dispatch two years ago. And 
even floating whale factories such 
as these—there are only three or 
four of them—are finding it dif- 
ficult to track down enough 
whales to make it a profitable 
business.

classes of vertebrate animals. In 
the lowest fishes it is represented 
by an open gland discharging its 
secretion directly into the throat. 
Some authorities believe it plays 
an even more important part as a 
regulator of development in lower 
animals than it does in man.

In the human adult, the pitui- 
tary, more accurately called the 
hypophysis, is situated almost ex- 
actly in the center of the head, 
being suspended from the under 
side of the brain. It is protected 
in a recess in one of the bones 
that make up the skull. It-con- 
sists of two lobes, the anterior 
and posterior, and ia adults its 
weight is about 10 grains. Dr. R. 
G. Hoskins, research associate in 
physiology in the medical school 
of Harvard University, devotes 
considerable space to discussion of 
the pituitary gland in his ‘“‘Tides 
of Life—-The Endocrine Glands in 
Bodily Adjustment,” published 
last year by W. H. Norton & Co., 
New York. 

“When examined under the 
microscope,” he writes, “the an- 
terior and posterior lobes are seen 


terior lobe is made up of glandu- 
lar cells that are permeated by 
enlarged capillaries, the sinusoi- 
dal blood spaces. The component 
cells fall intc two types. One se- 


ries stain deeply upon the appli- 


cation of dyes, hence are called 
chromophile (color loving). An- 
other group that do not stain 
readily are known as the chro- 
mophobe (color fearing) cells. 
The function of these latter is not 
known. 


“6 ) F THE chromophile cells 


there are, in turn, two 

types, one of which has 
an affinity for acid stains, hence 
is called acidophilic. It is this 
group that presumably secretes the 
growth hormone. Those of a sec- 
ond type, the basophilic, have 
special affinity for alkaline stains 
and are believed to furnish a sex- 
stimulating hormone. The _ evi- 
dence on these points is chiefly 
thut bodily overgrowth is associ- 
ated with unusua}) prominence of 
the acidophilic cells, whereas sex 
anomalies are associated with 
changes in basophilic cells.” 

After description of pituitary 
feeding and injection experiments 
conducted at Harvard and Colum- 
bia universities, experiments 


conclusive, Dr. Hoskins writes as 
follows: 

‘‘A new face has been put upon 
the situation by ‘observations 
made in the laboratory of Profes- 
sor Herbert Evans at the Univer- 
sity of California, where for more 
than a decade a leading part has 
been taken in the study of pitui- 
tary extracts. In 1921, Evans and 
Long were able to show that sim- 
ple watery extracts of the an- 
terior pituitary glands of oxen, in- 
jected into rats, consistenly re- 
sulted in more rapid growth than 
was manifested by their untreated 
litter mates. An interference in 
the reproductive processes was 
also noted, an observation that 
foreshadowed numerous intensive 
investigations now taking place 
both bere and abroad. Evans and 
Long later improved their extract 
by various technical refinements. 
The method more recently fol- 
lowed is to collect the pituitaries 
of oxen immediately after slaugh- 
ter, trim off all but the anterior 
lobes and subject these to the 
sterilizing action of 70 per cent 
alcohol. The tissue is then ground 
in a mortar and extracted over- 
night on ice, with weak sodium 
hydroxide solution and then neu- 
tralized with weak acetic acid.”
